PROHIBITION  IN  OKLAHOMA.

One  of  the  most  marvelous  events  in 
the  war  against  the  legalized  saloon  was 
the  admission  of  Oklahoma  into  the  sis- 
terhood of  States  with  constitutional  pro- 
hibition— the  “only  State  born  sober.” 
Perhaps  in  no  State  or  territory  was  the 
saloon  more  thoroughly  entrenched,  or 
more  flagrantly,. glaringly,  haughtily  vi- 
cious than  here  previous  to  statehood. 
The  men  engaged  in  that  business  were 
strong  in  the  belief  that  the  saloon  would 
never  lie  outlawed  in  Oklahoma.  With 
a brazen  confident  air  they  dealt  out 
liquid  damnation,  and  this  magnificent 
territory  wns  notorious  throughout  the 
land  for  intemperance  and  toughness. 
In  many  of  our  towns  nearly  every  other 
door  wns  a saloon.  What  a shock  to  the 
refined  ( !!)  sensibilities  of  those  engaged 
in  the  drink  traffic  to  see  in' a single  day 
even'  saloon  in  the  State  go  out  of  bus- 
iness and  the  whole  nefarious  thing  out- 
lawed. No  wonder  the  devil  is  enraged 
and  trying  desperately  to  get  the  pro- 
hibitory law  repealed. 

Some  thought  when  we  got  prohibition 
that  the  war  wns  ended.  It  was  just  fair- 
ly begun.  The  enemy,  beaten  in  the  first 
battle,  is  now  on  the  war  path,  lurking 
in  the  brush,  and  brandishing  his  old 
tommyhawk  ns  never  before.

(Tn  the  sense  that  he  came  “in 
the  spirit  and  power  of  Elijah”). 

Verses  16-10:  TTow  did  Jesus  describe 
the  people  of  his  dav? 

Whnt  is  meant  hv  the  criticism  of 
John’s  eating  and  drinking?  “Jesus 
here  characterizes  his  age.  The  peonle 
of  it  seem  to  him  most  to  resemble  chil 
dren,  not  in  true  childlikeness,  hut  in 


childishness.  They  are  fickle,  unreason 
able,  notional  and  hard  to  suit.  They 
lack  strenuous  purpose,  earnestness;

The  Grandeur  of  Servii». 

M hosoever  will  lie  great  among  you, 
let  [him  be  your  minister,  and  virhosoever 
will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your 
servant.” 

ISere  in  a nutshell:  lies  the  open  secret 
of  Washington’s  abiding  influence  in 
American  history.  His  greatness  was  the 
gniatness  of  service.  It  was  through  the 
surrender  of  ambition  to  patriotism,  the 
sacrifice  of  personal  .comfort  for  public 
duty,  that  there  was  given  to  this  man 
his  grip  on  the  love  of  his  pebple.  His 
life  was  laid  without  stint  on  the  altar 
of  national  duty.  And  this  is  the  special 
aspect  of  Washington’s  character.  Not 
Washington  the  leader,  masterni!  and  in- 
spiring; not  Washington  the  stlldior,  re 
sourceful  and  dauntless;  not  Washington 
the  statesman^  keen  and  prophetic;  but 
including  all  of  these  aspects,  Washing- 
ton the  servant  of  his  people,  his  life  a 
commentary  on  the  Master’s  w<irds. 

Washington  served  his  country  by  his 
demotion  to  n high  ideal  of  puplic  duty, 
nej  incarnated  in  his  varied  career,  as 
truly  as  a man  ever  did.  the  conception 
[of  lofty  purpose  and  unswerving  integ- 
i rityKjn  national  affairs. 

Tie  served  his  country  by  the  creative 
influence  of  his  personality.  T emphasize 
the  word  “creative.”  National  crisis  re- 
veal two  kinds  of  patriot.  One  Ss  the  ep- 
och-marking man;  the  other  is  tyie  epoch 
making  man.  The  greatness  of  the  first 
is  tepresentative;  that  of  the  Second  is 
creative.  The  epoch-marking  man  inter 
preits  the  aspirations  of  his  owp  genera 
tioib  and  gives  them  tongue  and  purpose. 
The  epoch-making  man,  on  the  other 
hartd,  hv  his  enthusiasm  and  genius 
creates  force  which  give  a new  impulse 
to  his  own  nee.  Tt  may  he  $aid  tint 
Washington’s  career  embodied  at  dif- 
ferent times  both  of  these  tvpefj.  TTe  was 
an  epooh-mnrking  and  an  epoch-vinking 
men.  TTis  patriotism  was  representative, 
and  it  was  also  creative. 

Washington  served  his  counlrv  bv  his 
boundless  faith  in  its  futnre.  Never  in 
the.  darkest  hour  of  defeat  did;  this  man 
nnestion  the  righteousness  of  his  cause, 
or  doubt  for  a moment  its  ultimate  tri 
nminh.  And  vet  no  one  who  has  read  the 
innjer  historv  of  this  struggle  (itself  can 
be  iblind  to  the  fact  that  a bejief  in  its 
ultimate  triumph  was  no  ens\  thing. —

SAD  COMMENTARY  ON  SOME 
PREACHERS. 

(W.  I.  Hargis). 

, When  I wrote  the  above  heading,  I 
came  very  near  writing  pastors  instead 
of  preachers.  However,  on  second 
thought,  I saw  the  mistake  I was  nbout 
to  make.  Not  every  preacher  who 
preaches  regularly  to  a church,  is  a pas- 
tor, by  any  means.  A pastor  does  more 
than  visit  his  church  at  stated  times,  and 
preach  and  collect  his  salary.  He  will 
tnke  heed  to  all  the  flock,  over  which  the 
Holy  Ghost  has  made  him  overseer. 
“Heed  unto  all  the  flock.”  There  it  is. 
lie  is  a shepherd.  He  will  feed,  teach 
and  lend  the  church.  It  is  the  leading 
thnt  I wish  to  speak  of  esj>ecially  in  this 
article.  To  lead  one  must  go  before.  ;To 
lead  others  in  sendee  for  the  Master, (the 
pastor  must  bo  willing  to  do,  so  far  as 
he  can,  anything  he  asks  his  church  to 
do.  The  church  that  does  most  is  usually 
the  church  whose  pastor  is  abundant  in 
good  works,  and  along  the  lines  he  would 
have  his  church  serve.  Now,  the  thing  I 
wish  to  come  to  is  this:  Several  hundred 
Baptist  churches  in  Mississippi  do  not 
contribute  to  missions.  Most  of  these 
churches  have  regulnr  preaching  sendee. 
Why  do  they  not  give  to  the  spread  of 
the  gospel?  Evidently  it  is  because  they 
nre  not  taught  their  duty  hv  the  pastors 
(T).  The  pastors  of  these  churches  cer- 
tainly.do  not  tnke  the  condition  of  a lost 
world  very  seriously  to  heart  TVemselves, 
ns  is  evidenced  by  two  things: 

1.  If  the  pastors  themselves  were 
keenly  alive  to  their  duty  to  preach  a 
whole  gospel,  some  of  their  people  would 
do  something  ror  missions,  whether  the 
pastor  ever  takes  a collection  or  not.  T 
have  had  people  come  to  me  and  hand 
me  money  for  missions,  with  the  request 
that  I would  forward  it,  snying  their 
church  had  ma<le  no  offering.  They  had 
no  chance,  unless  they  had  ridden  rough 
shod  over  the  pastor.  Perhaps,  not  many 
of  them  wanted  to  give  anything. 

2.  A preacher,  claiming  to  be  the  pas- 
tor of  a Missionary  Baptist  Church,  and 
he  himself  a Missionary  Baptist,  should 
be  ashamed  to  see  the  letter  of  his 
church  go  up  to  the  association,  reading. 

State  missions  ; home  Jhissions, 

foreign  missions  — — — . Why 

don’t  he  give  [something  himself?  IT* 
should  not-  expect  his  jteople  to  give, 
when  he  does  not  give,  and  is  contented 
to  put  his  ’salary  and  any  other  money 
he  may  get  dbwn  in  his  pocket,  and 
keep  it  there.  J have  known  a numl*er 
of  preachers,  \yho  are  in  easy  circum- 
stances, with  good  property  and  some 
money  ahead,  who  preach  to  several 
churches,  and  the  total  amount  contrib- 
uted by  all  their  churches  to  the  general 
work  is  not  as  pinch  as  they  themselves 
should  have  given. 

Preachers  are  ijot  in  the  ministry  to 
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save  and  lay  up  money,  if  so  they  would 
do  well  to  doff  their  ministerial  robes 
and  don  a business  suit,  and  go  into  bus 
iness  for  themselves,  and  get  out  of  the 
way  of  the  Lord’s  business. 

| Let  a preacher  make  all  the  money  lie 
ean  honestly,  if  it  does  not  interfere  with 
his  ministerial  work,  but  let  him  make 
tnonev  for  the  Lord,  and  with  it  lie  an 
example  of  liberality,  and  never  let  it  l*e 
said  that  his  churches  are  doing  nothin? 
for  missions.  Any  church  can  lie  led 
into  lienevolence.  but  they  cannot  be 
driven,  nor  will  they,  n«  a rule,  tnke  the 
initiative— the  pastor  must  instruct,  in- 
spire and  lend. 

If  I seem  to  he  a little  severe,  my  ren- 
son  for  so  being  is  thnt  this  is  n case 
that  requires  drastic  treatment,  and 
nothing  Rhort  of  alnpathic  doses  will 
reach  the  case. 

Tn  the  grent  mission  crisis  now  upon 
the  Baptists  of.  the  South  let  us  “tote 
fn?r.”bv  every  Baptist  being  in  his  place 
and  helping  to  carry  the  burden.  Do  not 
let  down.  Tf  you  do,  some  one  is  going, 
to  feel  the  weight,  and  every  one  has 
enough  to  do  to  carry  his  pnrt.  T-et  everv 
one  be  willing  to  share  with  others  the 
burdens  and  sacrifices.

T nnh  told  he  is  doing  a good 
work;  J.  E.  Watts,  of  whom  T have 
spoken  before  is  now  getting  old,  hns 
dope  nobly,  lint  now  too  feeble  for  much 
more  labor,  j T alwnvs  attended  both  of 
the  associations  nnd  grently  enjoyed 
meeting  fornler  acquaintances.  Tn  the 
fall  of  1 880  I attended  the  Deer  Creek 
Association  at  T nke  Washington.  where 
T became  acquainted  with  n voting  ladv 
from  Rolling  Fork,  who  n few  months 
afterward  bejenme  mv  unr-.nd  wife,  nnd 
who  still  liv<js  to  help  nnd  cheer  me  in 
mv  old  dnvs. 

Tn  the  fall  of  1879  T moved  to  old 
McNutt,  in  T effore  conntv.  nnd  taught  c 
ten  months  term,  hut  in  the  n^xt  fall 
moved  hnek  lo  Fnir  View.  Tn  the  sum 
mer  of  1881  J wn«  elected  to  a position 
in  the  normnjl  school  nt  Trov.  in  Ponto 
toe  conntv.  njnd  in  the  lteginning  of  the 
second  term  there  T wn«  called  a nes- 
torate  in  PecUtur.  Texas,  where  T did  n 
good  work  for  three  rears,  finding  the 
church  there  with  31  members,  hot  nt 
the  end  of  mjv  three  rears  T left  it  with- 
131.  Then  Tj  was  called  to  Clarksville, 
Texas,  wherr^  T remained  nearlv  three 
rears  nnd  diq  a fine  work  there,  getting 
.the  church  oiut  of  debt,  enlarging  the 
house,  building  a pn«tor*s  borne  nnd 
greatlv  enlarging  the  meeiber«hin.  Front 
Clarksville  T.was  called  to  XTIIford  in 
Fllis  conntv.

JAPAN 


There  are  thirty-three  missionary 
societies  operating  in  Japan.  Most 
of  them  have  been  there  less  than 
thirty  years,  and  all  less  than  fifty 
years.  They  employ  883  missiona- 
ries and  1,553  native  workers  in 
1,214  stations,  156  schools  contain- 
ing 12,295  pupils,  thirteen  hospitals, 
and  five  publishing  houses.  "The  Blue 
Book  of  Missions"  gives  66,000  mem- 
bers of  Protestant  bodies.  These 
facts  by  no  means  measure  the  in 
fluence  of  Christianity  on  Japan. 
Many  of  the  leaders  of  thought  have 
been  and  are  Christians.  The  edi- 
tors of  four  out  of  twelve  leading 
newspapers  are  Christian  men.  Som  • 
of  the  conspicuous  leaders  in  the  w ;ir 
with  Russia  were  Christian  men  - 
Exchange. 

Our  Stations. 

This  has  been  the  very  bes*  year 
for  our  work  in  Japan,  church  ser- 
vices and  Sunday  Schools  both  re- 
port a better  attendance  thau  ever 
before.  The  new  theolo^i  -al  semi- 
nary at  Fukuoka  is  situated  on  one 
of  the  best  streets  in  the  city  with 
plenty  of  room  on  the  lot  to  erect 
new  buildings  as  the  school  grows 
The  Japanese  are  wild  for  education 
and  unless  their  desire  is  directed 
aright,  they  will  drift  away  from 
Cod. 

A new  house  of  worship  nas  also 
been  built  at  Fukuoka,  with  a na- 
tive pastor.  This  church  has  one  out- 
stalton  where  the  preaching  Is  done 
by  ‘sjtudents  from  the  theological  sem- 
inary. The  Kokura  neld  includes 
Kokura,  Moji,  Yawata  and  Waka- 
matsu.  Rev.  Nathan  Maynard,  who 
Is  now  In  this  country,  is  located  In 
this  field.  During  his  absence  his 
work  has  continued  to  prosper.  The 
other  missionaries  have  looked  after 
this  field  as  they  have  had  oppor- 
tunity. At  Yawata  there  were  23 
baptisms,  and  Moji  led  in  the  con 
trlbutions  of  the  churches.  - 

Kumamota  is  the  home  of  Bro. 
W.  H.  Clarke.  There  is  a popula- 
tion Of  80,000  people  in  the  city, 
with  less  than  50  Baptists,  and  less 
th$n  300  Christians  of  all  denomi- 
nations. In  the  province  there  is  a 
population  of  more  than  1,090.0''? 
with  less  than  500  evangelical  Chris- 
tians. Kumamota  is  a city  of  great 
schools  and  a fine  work  Is  BbTng  done 
among  the  students.  All  phases  of  | 
the  work  are  prosperous  at  this  sta- 
tion but  more  workers  are  ne-dfd
